G.S.R. 659(E).—The following draft of certain rules fur¬ 
ther to amend the Gas Cylinders Rules, 1981, which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by Sections 5 and 7 of the Explosives Act, 
1884, is hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 18 of the said Act for the information of all per¬ 
sons likely to bo affected thereby and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or 
after the expiry of 45 days from the date of publication of 
this notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person in respect of the said draft before the date so 
specified will be taken into consideration by the Central 
Government. (Shri Akhand Pratap Singh, Joint Secretary. 
Ministry of Industry, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi). 

1. These rules may be called Gas Cylinders (.Amend¬ 

ment) Rules 1992. 

2. In rule 3(1), after sub-clause (b), the following may be 
added as follows— 

For obtaining approval, the following particulars shall be 
submitted to the Chief Controller— 

(i) Total number and serial numbers of the cylinders; 

(ii) Name and address of the manufacturers of the cylin¬ 

ders ; 

(iii) Specification to which the cylinders and the valves 

fitted thereto, conform; 

(iv) References (letter number and date) permitting im¬ 

portation, filling and use of the cylinders in the 
past, if any; 

(v) Manufacturers' test and inspection certificates in res¬ 

pect of the cylinders indicating specification, chemi¬ 
cal composition and physical properties of the mate¬ 
rial used In the manufacture of the cylinders and 


4. In rule 27, the following shall be added— 

“Any person desiring for such approval shall submit to 
the Chief Controller the following— 

(i) Documentary evidence indicating that the cylinders 

have been purchased by him; 

(ii) Photostat copy of letter permitting filling of the 

cylinders in the past; 

(iii) A statement, in duplicate, showing manufacturer's 

serial numbers of tho cylinders in ascending order; 

(iv) A certificate to the effect that the cylinder/cylin¬ 

ders had not been converted to any other gas 
service in the past; 

(v) A certificate to the effect that the cylinders are 

fitted with appropriate valves conforming to 
IS ; 3224 or any other accepted Code and docu¬ 
ments pertaining to the valves; 

(vi) A certificate to the effect that the cylinders are 

painted and marked as required under tho Gas 
Cylinders Rules, 1981; 

(vii) A security fee of mpees two hundred for every 
one thousand cylinders or part thereof. 

5. In the rule 39, in sub-rule (2), the following shall be 
added—• 

"and shall submit to (he Chief Controller the particulars 
of the facilities provided and the scrutiny fee of 
rupees five hundred.” 

6. In the rules 5?, 56, 57, 58, 59, 60, 61, 62, 63, 64, 65 
and 70 the words "Chief Controller” wherever they occur, 
shall be substituted by the words "licensing authority”. 

7. In rule 57 of (he said rules, the following proviso shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

"Provided that the licences granted by the Chief Con¬ 
troller may bo renewed without any alteration by a 
Controller duly authorised by the Chief Controller 
in this behalf." 
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8. In rule 62 of the said rules, in sub-rule (1) after the 
words "the Chief Controller”, the words “or a Controller duly 
authorised by the Chief Controller in this behalf" shall be 
inserted. 

9. For rule 66 of the said rules, the following shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

"66. Appeal—(1) An appeal against any order made 
under these rules refusing to grant, amend or renew 
a licence or cancelling or suspending a licence, shall 
lie with— 

(1) the Central Government, where the order is passed 
by the Chief Controller, and with 

(ii) the Chief Controller, if the order is passed by the 
Chief Controller or Explosives. 

(2) Every appeal shall be made in writing and shall be 
accompanied by a copy of the order appealed against 
and shall be presented within 60 days of the older 
passed, if preferred to the Central Government and 


within 30 days if preferred to the Chief Control¬ 
ler” 

10. In Schedule V of the said rules, against SI. No. 3, 
under the column "Authority empowered to grant licence”, 
for the words “Chief Controller of Explosives", the words 
"Chief Controller of Explosives or Controller of Explosives 
authorised by the Chief Controller of Explosives” shall be sub¬ 
stituted.
